QUITO, Ecuador (#) — Two 
officials of the counter-revolution- 
aries who overthrew Col. Carlos 
Mancheno yesterday, nine days 
after he ousted President Jose 
Maria Velasco Ibarra, indicated 
today the deposed president would 
be barred from Ecuador. 

Vice President Mariano Suarez 
Veintimilla assumed power. 

Velasco Ibarra was en route 
from asylum in Argentina by air 
to Santiago, Chile, which is on 
the main route to Ecuador. Man- 
cheno dropped from sight when 
his revolutionary government col- 
lapsed. 

“Dr. Velasco Ibarra, having ab- 
andoned power, has no right what- 
ever, especially in a legal cate- 
gory, to return to the country as 
president with any authority,” 
said Camilo Ponce Enrique, new 
publii works minister. “The gov- 
ernment doubtless will take the 
necessary measures to ban the re- 
turn of Velasco.” 

Velasco Ibarra had signed a 
“resignation” while held by Man- 
cheno’s army officers. He said af- 
ter leaving Ecuador that the pap- 
er was worthless because he was 
under duress.
